Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agreement was reached in that claim 23 would be amended so to 
provide a nucleotide and that the first clause would be reworded as follows: 

-providing a spacer means comprising a spacer reactive moiety at one end and an electron donating moiety at the 
other end of the spacer means, wherein the spacer reactive moiety is coupled to the spacer means to the label-. 
Claim 46 is to be cancelled as it was considered to not further limit claim 23 since it recited all possible nucleotides. 
Agreement was reached on the addition of a new claim. The language was to be: 

-Claim 106. The method of claim 23 wherein the nucleotide is a constituent of a DNA or RNA polypeptide.- 
Mr. Sisson indicated that the Supplemental response of 20 August 2001 was not accompanied with a petition for an 
extension of time; while a one month extension had been purchased on 23 July 2001 , such only extended the time for 
responding to 23 July 2001 and that the response of 20 August 2001 was outside of a current period for responding. 
Mr. Sisson indicated that a petition for two additional months extension would be needed. 

Mr. Feit indicated that he would fax to the Examiner a second supplemental amendment under Rule 1 1 6 along with a 
petition for two additional months extension. 
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
